It is noted that in the amendment filed 10/6/08, Claim 40 was cancelled though it 
improperly included the text of the cancelled claim. However, it is apparent from the claim 
identifier and the Applicant's remarks that Claim 40 is in fact canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
EP 1089093 A (sole X reference listed on ISR) teaches an antireflection film as well as a 
polarizing plate and image display device comprising the antireflection film wherein the film 
comprises a laminate of a high refractive index layer having a refractive index of 1.65 to 2.40 
and a low refractive index layer, wherein the high refractive index layer is formed from inorganic 
fine particles having a size of l-200nm. EP'093 teaches that the inorganic fine particles have a 
core-shell structure and are composed mainly of titanium dioxide as the core and preferably 
alumina, silica or zirconia as the shell. EP'093 does not teach or fairly suggest that the titanium 
dioxide particles comprise cobalt.
